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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,4-10, 12-15, and 17-19 have been carefully considered in view of the 
specification and the drawings of the invention. The claimed invention is directed into 
the subject matter of a media door controlling device and a method for controlling the 
opening and closing of media doors in responding to the gesture or movement of user's 
hand. The claimed invention is shown in figures 1 , 2, and 3 of the invention. Sensors 
10 and 15 sense the user's hand signal. Figures 1 and 2 show the latch circuits 40 and 
45 for latching the sensed signals from the sensors 10 and 15. Figures. 1 and 3 show 
timers 70 and 75 for providing timing signals in responding to the latching signals. 
Amended claims 1, 9, and 14 include the limitation of "a latching and timing device", "a 
latching and timing module", and "a first/second latching and timing signal" respectively. 
Given the meaning of these limitations with respect to the interpretation of the 
disclosure of the specification and drawings, the references of the record fail to teach or 
suggest the latching and timing circuit/module/signal as recited in the claims. In 
particularly, the patent publication to Jochi et al (2004/0227625) fails to teach or 
suggest the limitation of the "latching and timing circuit/module/signal" as recited in the 
claims of the invention.
